Hearst’s Papers, Opposed His Ke- 
election and Defeated Him. 


Washington, January 8.—(Special.)—The 
sensation of the day and the sensation of 
the session was the attack of Johnson, 
California, on Hearst, of The New York 
Journal and The San Francisco Examiner. 
This came out in the Pacific rallroad fund- 
ing bill discussion before the house. 

Johnson is a strong advocate of the 
funding bill. He ran for congress in No- 
vember on this funding bill issue, was 
fought hard by The Examiner and was 
overwhelmingly defeated. Hence his at- 
tack. It was of a personal nature, was 
vicious in the extreme and cafied down se- 
vere criticism from Johnson’s colleagues. 
The speech is pronounced the most sen- 
sational that has been made in congress in 
years. 

*Cooper, of Wisconsin, a _ republican, 
promptly called Johnson down and the re- 
sult of the episode seems to have been 
an injury, rather than an aid, to the cause 
which Johnson represented. 

Attorney General Harmon said tonight 
that in the event of the failure of the Pa- 
cific funding bill, and he expected it to 
fail, the president: would order him to fore- 
close and take charge of the roads at

Major Cumming Denies Conspiracy. 
Major Cumming made a clear, clean-cut 
argument in favor of his client, riddling 
and ridiculing the idea of a conspiracy 
against Watson, who sought, judging by 
his brief, to pose as the «@% honest and 
virtuous man in politics. The major took 
up the two contentions on which Mr. W at- 
and met them in order. 
In his argument, Major Cumming took 
up first the contention of the contestant 
that the registration was corrupt, 
rupt as. to indicate a wide-spread con- 
spiracy. He pointed out the folly of such 
a charge in the face of the facts as they 
existed.

made by another applicant. This is what 
is seen daily in the courthouse in the ac- 
tion of jurors. One man is believed in 
what he says about himself and another, 
saying the same thing about himself, is 
disbelieved. Why? Because the one 
known to the jurors to be worthy of belief 
and the other is Known to be unworthy. It 
was the duty of the registrars to make 
the same discriminations. It would have 
been grossly illegal for the’ registrars to 
have acted by a rule to believe white men 
because they were white, and to disbelieve 
negroes because they were negroes; and 
so far as contestant has undertaken to 
show that any such rule was acted upon, 
he has signally failed.”’ 


Refutes Watson’s Charge of Fraud. 

Considerable attention was paid to the 
charge made by Mr. Watson that there 
had been wholesale frauds, that charge be- 
ing based on the remarkably large number 
of negroes who had been entered upon the 
registration books as being twenty-one 
years old. Major Cumming quoted from 
Judge Eve’s testimony that there had been 
a heavy influx of young negroes to Au- 
gusta—that this was but a part of 
the fact, a well-established fact 
of the growth of the cities at the expense 
of the country. 

Passing to the occurrences on election 
day, Major Cumming read from his brief 
specimens of the testimony of contestant’s 
witnesses, showing the inefficiency of the 
testimory and its contradictory nature. 

“The great mass of this testimony,’’ he 
contended, ‘‘comes, as the evidence itself re- 
veals, from witnesses ignorant, unintelli- 
gent, blinded by partisan prejudices and 
ina number of instances shown affirmative- 
ly to be unworthy of belief. The testimony 
is irrelevant and inconclusive.”’ 

Major Cumming called attention to the 
brief of the contestant which endeavored 
to create the impression that Watson was 
the special sponser of negro politics, that 
he was responsible for opening the way 
for the negro to vote in Georgia, and he 
pointed out to the committee the evident 
purpose to appeal to prejudice in behalf 
of the contestant.

SOMEILLAN PLACED ON TRIAL. 


with Conspiracy Is Weak. 

Havana, January 8.—The trial of Louis 
Someillan, an American citizen, on the 
charge of conspiring against the Spanish 
government, began at 1 o’clockK this after- 
ternoon. There was a large attendance of 
spectators. 

Consul General Lee, who recently said 
he thought the evidence against the accus- 
ed was very feeble, was present. After the 
usual preliminaries the charges were read, 
alleging that Someillan was an agent of 
the Cuban junta and was in league with 
others to overthrow the Spanish authority 
in Cuba. 

As in the case of Julio Sanguilly, recent- 
ly convicted of conspiracy, the defence 
protested against the formation of the tri- 
bunal, arguing that the accused should be 
tried by six judges, according to the law 
of 1821, instead of five, ‘the number com- 
posing the court. The objection was over- 
ruled. 

Witnesses were called by the prosecu- 
tion, but their evidence was weak, they tes- 
tifying to nothing that would support the 
charge against the prisoner. 

The court then adjourned until tomorrow, 
when Furies evidence wih be heard. 


Trustworthy Information. 

London, January 8.—The Times pub- 
lishes a dispatch from its Havana corre- 
spondent dated January 6th. In it he says 
he learns from a private and generally 
trustworthy source that Antonio Maceo, 
who was reported to have been killed 
through treachery at Punta Brava, is 
still alive. He is severely wounded, but 
is making favorable progress toward re- 
covery. 

The correspondent adds that he himself 
thinks it unlikely that Maceo is alive, 
but says it is not impossible. 

He also says that the return of Captain 
General Weyler to Havana without forcing 
the rebels in Pinar del Rio to surrender 
may be regarded as proof of his failure.

NEW ORLEANS CORN NOT HOT 


RUMORS CIRCULATED IN CHICAGO 
AND NEW YORK ARE DENIED. 


e. 
Board of Trade and Grain Men Say 
Reports Were Started To Stop 
Grain Coming South. 


New Orleans, January 8.—There was great 
commotion on the board of trade and in 
grain circles when it became known that 
reports had peen extensively circulated 
in New York and Chicago to the effect 
that all the corn shipped to this city had 
become heated and rendered unfit fer ex- 
port. 

These reports first came out through @ 
publication that appeared in a Chicago 
paper of January 6, which said that the 
corn had become “hot” in the cars and ele- 
vators and is worthless. When the fact 
is taken into consideration that there are 
no less than 4,000 ears in this city on the 
side tracks loaded with corn the injury 
can be seen at a glance. 

It is presumed that the New York people, 
who are antagonistic to this port, sought 
to have credence placed in the rumors. 
It is alleged that the gold and stock tickers, 
which are controlled by one company, sent 
out the reports presistently to all parts of 
the country, but thus far it has been im- 
possible to verify this statement. 

Grain dealers are of the opinion that the 
reports were circulated for, no other pur- 


pose than to check the larg flow of corn 
and other grain now conffng into New 
Orleans. sui 

The rumors were at once contradicted by 
President McCloskey, of the board of trade, 
who sent denials all over the country. A 
large number of exporters, grain dealers 
and members of the board of trade, who 
would be well versed in the matter were it 
a fact that there is any het corn in port, 
were seen, and all declared that the publi- 
cation in the Chicago paper ant the reports 
sent out by some malicious persons were 
utterly false. 

It is said that the stock of grain in New 
Orleans is not less than 3,000,000 bushels.

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KILLING INOFFENSIVE PEOPLE. 


MASSACRES OCCUR EVERY DAY 
RIGHT AT DOORS OF HAVANA. 


Inj Guanabacoa Citizens Are Shot Bown 
and Left While No One Is Al- 
lowed To Give Burial. 


New York, January 8.—A special cable 
dispatch to The Sun from Havana says: 

‘“*All that has been reported concerning 
the recent massacres in Guanabacoa fs as 
nothing compared with what is now oc- 
curring {in that town at the very doors of 
the city of Havana. It is inconceivable 
t®Wat in an American country such savage 
butchery is tolerated without an immedi- 
ate protest from foreign powers in- the 
name of humanity. 

‘‘Domingo Lagarra, a peaceful man who 
never had any connection with the revo- 
lutionists, while returning home in Guana~- 
bacoa on Tuesday night was killed by a 
force of the Spanish patrol at the corner 
of Conception and Jesus Nazreno streets. 
The crime was seen by many families of 


the neighborhood, but all were warned by 


the assassins that the same fate would 
befall them if they dared to utter a word 


about the matter. 


“The body was left in the street, and 
there fit was yesterday morning. No one 
dared to remove it or to apply to the 
municipality in behalf of the public health 
for fear of being considered as a sympa- 
thizer with Cubans and murdered in the 
same way. 

‘Since Tuesday night eight more victims 
are said to have been added to the long 
list of massacres. 

“Father Muntadah, a Catholic priest, rec- 
tor of the school supported by the congre- 
gation of Piarists in Guanabacoa, has 
protested energetically in the name of 
Christianity against those barbarous 
crimes which are terrorizing that town 
and Havana. Major Fondeviella, who or- 
ders these massacres, says that the ‘priests’ 
business is to pray and the soldiers’ to kill.’ 

“Besides the assassinations in the 
streets many victims are executed outside 
of the town in a camp maintained by Fon- 
deviella expressly for that purpose.”’ 


SUMMER AND WINTER OYSTERS. 
Where They Come from and How They 
Are Prepared. 

From The New York Tribune. 

“The winter supply of oysters and the 
summer supply in this market,’’ said an 
extensive oyster planter and wholesale 
déaler to a Tribune reporter a few days 
ago, “‘come from different sources. The 
oysters used here in summer come from 
Virginia, but they are first placed in tem- 
porary beds at Keyport, N. J. The trans- 
fer of Virginia oysters to the Keyport beds 
annually begins about April Ist and ends 
about June Ist. These ‘oysters spawn 
earlier than the northern oysters, and are 
therefore, considered more fit to eat in the 
months whose names are spelled without 
the letter R. As a matter of fact, the 
northern oysters are at their best in May, 
and again become fine in August, but the 
popular superstition: on the subject is so 
strong that it is useless to resist it. 

“The oysters are not placed in the Key- 
port beds for propagation, but simply to 
have them at a convenient distance from 
this city. They are brought to this market 
in sloops especially constructed for the 
purpose, but just before shipment they are 
placed in brackish water at the mouth of 
some neighboring stream and allowed to 
‘drink’ during one tide. In the drinking 
process the oysters open their shells and 
absorb the water, which makes’ them 
plump, and, in connection with their own 
satural juice, fattens them. After that 
they close their shells tightly and do not 
again drink or feed, but, as we say, ‘they 
fatten on their own juice’ until they are 
taken to market. 

“The northern oysters, which are almost 
entirely out of the market in May, June, 
July and August, come in freely and are 
in full supply during the other months of 
the year. They are grown principally in 
the bays and inlets on both sides of Leng 

land sound, in Jamaica bay, the Great 
South bay, at Long Beach and other points 
on the south side of Long Island; at Perth 
Amboy, in the Shrewsbury river, Raritan 
river, Barnegat bay, Marsh River cove and 
Little Egg Harbor, New Jersey; Parxer’s 
bay, Chincoteague and other points along 
the coast of Maryland. Young oysters, or 
‘seed,’ are annually planted at these and 
other places. They run about 5,000 to the 
bushel and come to maturity, if they live, 
in three years from the time of planting. 
If the crop is a good one we can rake 
about six bushels for every one bushel 
planted, but the oyster planting business is 
precarious and frequently all the seed 
planted dies and the result is an entire 
failure and heavy loss to the planter. There 
are only about twenty-five actual planters 
and wholesale dealers in this city. Their 
annual business amounts to about $2,500,000, 
or an average of $100,000 apiece. Some ex- 
tensive retail dealers grow their own oys- 
ters, and there are many small planters 
who send their product to market. These 
have an annual business amounting to 
about the same sum as that of the whole- 
sale men, so that the total ts about $5,000,- 
0060. This includes both oysters and clams, 
of which about 1,250,000.000 are annually 
marketed in this city. The aggregate an- 
nual business done in oysters and clams in 
the entire country is estimated at from 
$20,000,000 to $25,000,000."’ ’

OPIUM SMOKERS OF THE ORIENT. 


A Glimpse Into the Wretched Life of 
the Hindus. 
From The London Globe. 

Through absolute darkness, where we 
blindly followed the swinging light ahead, 
between rows of native huts, the eaves of 
Which on either side almost overlapped se 
closely were they packed, to a miserable 
den where some habitual smoker was eas- 
ily distinguished, gaunt and hollow cheeked. 
Our entrance seemed to cause no surprise. 
Perhaps a listless glance would be thrown 
in our direction, but what a change when 
& pipe was ready and handed to a smoker! 
There was something terrible in the eager- 
ness with which they inhaled the smoke. 
It is a tedious process. Each pipe holds 
but a drop of opium, which, when pre- 
pared, is in a soft, sticky state. This, held 
on the point of a wire over a flame until it 
swells to several times its natural size and 
takes light, is pushed into the little clay 
bowl, which, with a straight stem of bam- 
boo, forms the pipe. Three or four powerful 
draws exhaust the charge. The seasoned 
smoker will smoke several of these pipes 
before he falls asleep. Having seen how it 
was used, it was interesting to come on 
one of the shops where the prepared opium 
is sold. It was the property of some very 
amusing and friendly Chinese. Possibly 
the friendsly spirit they showed was 
aroused somewhat by seeing with whom we 
were. 

Evidently the customers, of whom there 
was no lack, were viewed with distrust, as 
they were only admitted to a cage-like jn- 
closure in front of the counter, from which 
there ran up to-the ceiling stout wooden 
bars. These people buy the pure opium at 
the government auctions and then prepare 
and retail it to their emaciated customers, 
to whom, needless to say, no credit is giver. 
The worst feature of the habit is that the 
victim will stop at nothing which may 
enable him to get the drug. Evidently we 
were ingthe Chinese quarter of the town, 
for we were taken on through many turn- 
ings of squalid streets to where some of 
these lovers of roast pig were gambling. 
Our arrival seemed to alarm some of them 
—probably new hands—who thought they 
were doing something very wicked, where- 
as the habitues knew that this mild form 
of betting—the stakes very, very small— 
was winked at by the authorities. Their 
chief game was extraordinary for the re- 
markable skill shown by the croupier. A 
number of cowries were thrown on the ta- 
ble, perhaps a couple of hundred or so, and 
partly hidden by an inverted saucer being 
placed over as many as it ight cover, 
that one might have as little idea of the 
actual number ds possible. The shells were 
then rapidly raked away in lots of three 
and the player bet whether three, two or 
one would be left. When perhaps half the 
number had been removed in this manner 
the saucer is lifted to get at the rest.

BURNED HER TRUNK 


Enraged Father Destroyed All Reminders 
of His Daughter, 


CHASED COUPLE WITH PISTOL 
He Was Caught ‘eo Police Officers 


Last Night and Is Charged 
with Being Drunk. 


Homer Humphries, a young drug clerk 
living on Marietta street, eloped with Miss 
Eula Vaughn, the beautiful daughter of 
Mr. C. P. Vaughn, foreman at Van Win- 
kle’s machine works, Thursday afternoon.

Mr. and Mrs. Humphries then repaired to 
the home of (Mrs. Maxwell, a friend, at 24 
Peters street, where the marriage feast 
was celebrated. 

Yesterday morning the secret leaked out. 
It reached the ears of Charles Vaughn He 
was enraged. The first thing he did was 
to drown his sorrow in drink. He is said 
to be a desperate man when drinking. He 
went home and began to abuse his wife. 
It is said he threatened to kill her and she 
fled to the home of her brother at 206 
Luckie, 

When she had gone Vaughn, frenzied 
with rage, determined to destroy all evi- 
dence in his home of his daughter’s former 
existence. He therefore packed all her 
clothes in her trunk, which he carried into 
the front yark of his home just beyond St. 
James church on (Marietta street. Saturat- 
ing the trunk and contents with oil, he 
set them afire. 

When the fire had done its work he went 
back into the house and destroyed every 
trinket and particle of clothing belonging 
to his daughter. 


The Police Called On. 

Vaughn then started for the Luckie 
street home where his wife was. It was 
about 10 o’clock. Here he raised another 
disturbance of similar character. He in- 
jured no one, however, except by terrible 
abuse and started out to find his daughter, 
vowing he would kill her and Humphries 
at first sight. ; 

About this time a telephone message 
came to police headquarters notifying the 
Officials of Vaughn’s actions and asking 
for protection, but the police refused to 
interfere on the grounds that they could 
not chase all over town attempting to find 
Vaughn. 

Luckily this eccentric father-in-law did 
not know of the whereabouts of the mar- 
ried couple and up to a late hour last 
night had not succeeded in locating them. 


Mrs. Vaughn at Headquarters. 

At 1 o’clock this morning Mrs. Vaughn, 
in company with two other ladies, came 
to the station house to seek protection 
from the police. They held a long consul- 
tation with Captain Joiner in his private 
office and the patrolmen of the morning 
watch were instructed to arrest Vaughn 
if found. ; 

Mrs. Vaughn gave a long account to 
Captain Jennings of how her husband had 
mistreated her. She stated the reason her 
daughter ran away from home was to 
get rid of her father, who has always 
been cruél to her. 

At 2 o’clock this morning the officers 
were still looking for Vaughn, but had not 
found him. Mrs. Vaughn will probably 
swear out a peace warrant for him this 
morning, When he will be arrested.

JURY QUT FORTY MINUTES 


Caveators Will Cary the Case to the 
Supreme Court. 


VERDICT CAUSED GENERAL SURPRISE 


Argument Was Concluded and Case 


Went to Jury at 2:30 O’clock Yes- 
terday Afternoon anda Ver- — 
dict Was Annotnced at 
3:10 O'clock. 


After a deliberation of forty minutes the 
jury in the Flynn will case returned a 
verdict in favor of the propounder yester- 
day afternoon at ten minutes after 3 
o’clock.

The morning hours of the session of the 
superior court were consumed in argument 
which was made by Attorneys H. J. Ham- 
mond, John L. Hopkins, John T. Pendleton 
and J. Carroll Payne, and after a charge 
delivered by Judge Lumpkin, the case went 
to the jury at 2:30 o’clock.

When it was announced that a verdict 
had been found, it was taken for granted 
by many that the jury had found for#@the 
caveators, but when the verdict was read 
it showed that the decision was adverse 
to the heirs and was in favor of the pro- 
pounder, Mr. J. J. Spalding. The verdict 
caused considerable surprise, as the caveat- 
Ors were sure of a victory. 

It is announced that the case will be car- 
ried to the supreme court by the caveators, 
as the heirs are not satisfied with the will 
made by their mother and are determined to 
carry their case as far as the law provides.

Conditions of the Will 

Under the conditions of the will, the en- 
tire estate is to revert to the heirs of the 
children of Mrs. Flynn, and the rents and 
interests is all that can be used by the 
children, as the property must be kept in- 
tact and handed down to the next gener- 
ation. 

At present the property, which consists 
of several stores on Broad street and the 
old National hotel property, is leased to 
Emery and Steiner at the rate of $7,500 
per annum. Emery and Steiner sublet the 
stores, paying the taxes and insurance. 
The property is estimated to be worth be- 
tween $400,000 and $500,000. It is assessed 
by the city at $150,000, while it is returned 
to the county at about $75,000.

An interesting question has arisen on 
account of the conditions of the wil, 
which has not yet been settled. To Miss 
Catherine Flynn, the daughter who is a 
sister of charity, Mrs. Flynn gave a one- 
tenth interest, which is to be held abso- 
lutely. There is considerable speculation 
being indulged in as to the manner in 
Which this division is to be made. 


What of Ottley’s Deeds? 

While the deeds held by Mr. J. K. Ottley 
did not figure in the court trial, they are 
responsible for quite a good deal of specu- 
lation, and many have asked the question 
as to what extent the deeds will be con- 
sidered in the event the will should be 
finally broken and set aside. 

Mr. Ottley holds two deeds conveying a 
one-half interest held by Mr. Tom Flynn 
in the estate. The deeds are estimated to 
be worth about $40,000 if the will is set 
aside. If the will remains of force, the 
deeds are to be effective only during the 
Tife of Mr. Tom Flynn, as he holds only 
a life estate. 

In the event the will is set aside, it is 
said Mr. Ottley will- own the one-half in- 
terest owned by Mr. Tom Flynn. Mr. 
Flynn’s attorney alleges that the deeds 
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were given Mr. Ottley to secure: a loan, 
and were not made to convey the title to 
the property if the loan was paid. The 
interest and principal of the alleged loan 
has been tendered Mr. Ottley by Mr. 
Flynn’s attorney, which was refused. 

Executor Spalding’s Commissions. 

The will, which has been established by 
the jury as Mrs. Flynn’s will, bequeaths 
$500 to the executor, Mr. Jack J. Spalding, 
to be used by him for church purposes, 
which she explained to the executor, and 
it is generally understood that this means 
that Mrs. Flynn desired masses to be said 
for the repose of her soul. 

After paying all just debts and bequeath- 
ing the household furniture and effects to 
Mrs. O’Brien and Miss Annie Flynn, the 
two daughters living with her at her 
the will gives to her daughter 
Catherine A. Flynn, known in the Con- 
vent of the Visitation at Wilmington, Del., 
as Sister Mary Monica, one-tenth of her 
entire estate absolutely in fee simple, and 
directs that the rest be divided into four 
eqhal shares and given to her four re- 
maining children, to-wit: Mary M. O’Brien, 
Thomas F. Flynn, Nellie Meagan and An- 
nie Flynn, for their lives, and at their 
death the share of each to go to his or her 
children in fee simple. 

The will recites that the property is not 
to be sold during the term of the present 
lease to Steiner and Emory, which was 
made by Mrs. Flynn several years before 
her death; and at the end of this lease, 
the question of whether this property will 
be sold and divided, or another lease made 
for as much as ten years will be determin- 
ed according to the state of affairs and the 
best interests of the estate at that time. 

Under this lease the annual rental is 
$7,500, upon which the executor, under the 
law, may be allowed 6 per cent commis- 
sion, amounting to $375 per year. THis is 
all that Mr. Spalding, the executor, will 
receive during this lease, and is about 
what would be paid to an ordinary renting 
agent for collecting and disbursing the 
rents. 

When the property is sold the law allows 
Mr. Spalding, as executor, the same com- 
mission as would be allowed to an admin- 
istrator now if the will had been set aside 
and the property were distributed and 
sold. Outside of the $500 bequeathed to 
Mr. Spalding for the purpose of masses, 
he is not allowed anything whatever ex- 
cept the commissions fixed by the law 
which go to all executors and administra- 
tors; and the whole of her estate, after 
paying debts, goes to the children and 
grandchildren of Mrs. Flynn. 

Mrs. Flynn’s children have each already 
received handsome estates. They received

“6. That it is essential for the complete 
and perfect usefulness of bank notes that 
the individual states be allowed to take 
the initiative by the creation of the in- 
struments through which they shall issue. 

“7. That the state and not the federal 
government can best determine the num- 
ber of banks needed to meet the require- 
ments of the business of the state. 

‘8. That it is the solemn duty of con- 

ress to pass such laws as will keep all 

orms of money, metallic and paper, on a 
parity with each other in the markets of 
the world; to ameliorate the condition of 
the country by proper use of bank credits 
wisely controlled, to give each section of 
our common country the greatest financial 
freedom consistent with sound principles

The resolutions were taken one by one 
and adopted. After which, upon the mo- 
tion of Mr. Peel, they were unanimously 
adopted as a whole. 

These resolutions are to be offered at 
the-convention in Indianapolis as sug- 
gestions to be discussed by that body. 
The opinion prevailed among the Atlanta 
committee that state banks were not what 
were needed, but that depositories should 
be established by each state. 

Captain Lowry, when asked what would 
be the policy of the convention, said: “I 
do not know what policy the monetary 
convention will adopt, but the main object 
of it will be to give relief to our banking 
institutions all over the country. I have 
no opinion of my own yet, but will listen 
and learn.”’ 

The executive committee of this conven- 
tion have sent out a circular letter an- 
nouncing reduced rates on all the lines 
south of the Ohio and Potomac rivers and 
east of the Mississippi, provided 100 dele- 
gates attend from that section.

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Railway Representatives Are To Meet 
Here Today To Outline a Policy. 


BONDHOLDERS TO GO TO COURT 


20 Per Cent Cut in Fertilizer Rates 
Endangers Their Interest. 


WILL ASK FOR A BLANKET INJUNCTION 


Unless Every Line in the State Is Re- 
strained from Putting in the 
Reduced Rate. 


A meeting of railway representatives will 
be held in Atlanta today to decide on their 
course in regard to the fertilizer rates. It 
is almost certain that the companies will 
fight. All this was discussed before the 
commission ordered them to reduce their 
old rate 20 pér cent, and unless some of 
them have changed their hearts since the 
hearing the case will jo into the courts. 

Once they resolve to make a test case, 
the next thing will be to determine how 
they shall go at it. There are various 
proceedings which could be taken, but it is 
probable that something new will be 
sprung. The bondholders of some of the 
companies may ask a federal court judge 
to issue an injunction against all the roads 
in the state to restrain them from hauling 
fertilizers for less than the old rates. The 
bondholders or the trustees for the bond- 
holders of some companies could very 
properly say that this ruling interferes 
with their properties making reasonable 
returns from the fact that some of the lines 
are not now making fixed charges. 

An injunction would have to be granted 
against all the roads in the state, otherwise 
some one or two companies might carry 
freight at the commission’s lower rate and 
such roads would naturally get all the bus- 
jess going their way. That result would 
be more disastrous than for all to particl- 
pate in the cut rate. Some roads may not 
enter the legal fight, but the idea is to 
prevent any road from observing the com- 
mission’s order until the courts decide 
whether the rate is reasonable and just. 

Among the railway mep expected hese 
today are: Traffic Manager J. N. Culp and 
Colonel Henderson, general counsel of the 
Southern railway; Hon. F. G. duBignon, 
general counsel for the Plant system; Vice 
President J. M..Egan and’ Colonel A. R. 
Lawton, general counsel for the Central; 
yeneral Manager Cecil Gabbett for the 
Georgia and Alabama; General Manager 
T. K. Scott and counsel for the Georgia; 
Vice President W. C. Shaw and Judge John 
I. Hall, for the Georgia Southern and Flor- 
ida; Traffic Manager Joseph M. Brown, for 
the Western and Atlantic; Vice President E. 
C. Spalding and Mr. Alex Smith, general 
counsel for the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern, and President George C. Smith, 
of the Atlanta and West Point. 

The lawyers have been looking up pre- 
cedents and they say that there are some 
strong decisions from the supreme court 
of the United States sustaining their po- 
sition, if they can prove that the cut made 
by the railroad commission was harsh and 
unreasonable. The attorneys for the roads 
referred the commissioners to a number of 
authorities when the case was being argued 
on Tuesday and Wednesday, but it is said 
that the commissioners, after making a 
memorandum of all the cases, never looked 
up a single one of them. The case referred 
to in yesterday’s Censtitution from Texas 
is one of the strongest on the side of the 
roads. There was another one from Iowa, 
decided by one of the present supreme court 
judges before he went on the bench. When 
it was cited, Judge Allen Foft remarked 
that the decisions of the judge quoted were 
not considered to be good law by the state 
railroad commission of Georgia. They had 
been overruled too often. The attorneys 
thought that the decision in this particular 
case had never been overruled. 

If. this case goes into the courts it may 
be three or four years before it is decided. 

Colonel L. N. Trammell, of the state rail- 
road commission, was asked yesterday 
what he thought of the report that the 
companies would oppose the enforcement of 
the 20 per cent reduction. 

“I know nothing of the matter except 
from current rumor,’’ replied Chairman 
Trammell. ‘“‘I am sure I have no objec- 
tions to their doing so—not the slightest. 
If they desire to go into the courts, it is 
a right they have and one that they should 
exercise when they feel that their interests 
demand it. 

“TIT see an intimation thrown out,”’ con- 
tinued the chairman, ‘“‘that the roads are 
afraid to make up an issue with the com- 
mission, because such a course might have 
an effect prejudicial to their interests in 
the future. I wish to distinctly state that 
no such apprehension should have the least 
influence upon the roads in deciding the 
course that they are to pursue toward 
bringing the recent ruling of the commis- 
sion before the courts. I know that it 
would in no event have any influence upon 
me whatever, and I do not believe that it 
would with either of the other commis- 
sioners. The fact is, I have always favor- 
ed the roads having the right of speedy 
trial before the courts upon all questions 
passed upon by the commission which they 
desire to carry to the courts. 

“What do [I think of the courts sus- 
taining the ruling of the commission? 
Really, I have no doubt upon that point. 
In my judgment, the rate is not only a 
just and reasonable one, but that justice to 
the people demands it. Had I not been very 
strongly impressed with that thought, I 
should not have voted, as I did, in favor of 
the reduction. My convictions were very 
decided, and they are so now. But if the 
commission is overruled by the courts, I 
shall certainly acquiesce gracefully. 

“Oh, no,’’ said Colonel Trammell, in an- 
swer to a question on the subject, “I shall 
not now enter into a discussion as to the 
reasonableness or justness of fhe new rate, 
nor the reasons that, in my judgment, re- 
quired it to be reduced. I will say, how- 
ever, that I do not believe that the ruling 
will cut the revenues of the roads to the 
extent that they apprehend. But I do 
believe that it is not at all improbable that 
the agricultural interests of this country in 
the future will depend largely upon the 
price of commercial fertilizers. Our worn 
lands make this a necessity, in my judg- 
ment. The discovery of new phosphate beds 
in Tennessee and Florida will in a short 
time reduce the price of fertilizer material 
very materially. This in turn will reduce 
the price of fertilizers. This decrease in 
price will increase vastly the amount con- 
sumed. The increased consumption will 
naturally produce an increase in the yield 
of crops, and both will give an increased 
tonnage to the railroads, with a consequent 
increase of revenue. The fact is, the roads

will give cheap fertilizers to enable every- 
body to use them more extefsively and up- 
on all crops. 

“I could say a great degson this subject, 
and in the future I may fonsider it neces- 
sary to give some views in these lines.” 

The commission would be represented in 
the courts by Attorney General Joe Ter- 
rell. It is not a new proceeding for the 
roads and the commission to get mixed up 
in this way. There is a case pending now 
before the interstate commerce commis- 
sion in which that board i8 equally divided, 
two on each side, the fifth member not hav- 
ing been in the case. 


MR. RINEHART WAS ACQUITTED. 


Government Had No Evidence Against 
the Santa Fe’s Ex-President. 
Ex-President Rinehart, of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe railroad, has been 
acquitted. After hearing testimony for 
two days, the government threw up its 
hands and the indictment against him was 

nol prossed. 

Mr. Rinehart was charged with having 
given rebates to shippers over the system 
when he was president a few years ago. 
At that time the Santa Fe had a greater 
mileage than any other system in the 
United States. Mr. Rinehart was a young 
man, without much experience in. the 
practical management of railways. He 
was an expert accountant, and his report 
on the financial. condition of the system 
was so thorough that the controlling in- 
terest made him president. The system 
was composed of a great many dead 
branch roads, and to make it pay was 
simply impossible. His. traffic officials 
probably did give rebates to draw business, 
but the men who really were responsible 
directly are now dead. 

John G. Taylor, formerly live stock agent 
of the Santa Fe, and once owner of the 
famous pacer, Joe Patchen, was the chief 
witness for the government in the cases 
against Mr. Rinehart and ex-Traffic Man- 
ager Hanley. Taylor testified that Hanley 
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had made certain rebates. Nothing was 
brought out against Mr. Rinehart. It.did 
appear that Taylor had sworn to. get 
revenge for being removed from his posi- 
tion. 

This case has been pending in the United 
States court at Chicago for a long time. 
Yesterday Mr. Clarence Knowles received 
a telegram from Mr. Rinehart stating that 
the case against him had fallen through, 
and he had been vindicated. Mr. Rinehart 
spent several days here a year ago as the 
guest of Mr. Knowles.

$79,000 FOR LIGHTS 


That Amount Is Wanted To Pay fer City 
Lights for 1897. 


INCREASE OF ABOUT $9,000 


Committee Wants To Put Up Lights | 


in the Dark Sections. 


POLICE AND FIRE DEPARTMENTS TO BE CUT 


They Will Be Required To Pay for 
Lights Out of Their Fund Instead 
of the General Fund. 


If the recomm@ndation of the electric light 
committee of the council is adopted Atlan- 
ta’s street lights will cost $75,000 this vear. 
The committee will ask for an appropria- 
tion of that amount to maintain the exist- 
ing lights and improving the system. 

The request of the committee laid 
before the finance committee when it meets 
to consider the apportionment sheet. The 
amount asked for is an increase over the 
appropriation for last year. In 1896 the #grt 
department was given $72,000, but $4,000 of 
the amount was used in paying a bill for 
lights during the last month of 1895, 
normal appropriation for last year was but 
$68,000. Of that amount, about $2,000 was 
paid for lights at the police station and the 
several fire engine houses. The light com- 
mittee has decided to no longer pay for the 
lights at the police and fire houses out of 
its general fund for street lights, making 
the police and fire departments pay for the 
lights out of the fund for their own mainte- 
nance. This will reduce the estimated ex- 
penses of the light department proper for 
the year to about $66,000. 

The committee proposes to use the addl- 
tional $9,000 in putting up additional lights 
and improving the service in the residence 
sections. Many ‘sections of the city have 
no light service at all and there is a general 
demand for an improvement. Many parts 
of the city have been built up tin the last 
year or two and the people have not been 
cared for in the matter of the establishing 
of lights on the streets. 

Light for the Dark Sections. 

Dozens of petitions have already been 
filed and more are ready to be filed, asking 
for arc and series or incandescent lamps 
and the committee on electric lights realize 
that unless the service is extended the peo- 
ple will not be satisfied. In order to givea 
light to every dark section that actually 
needs one would require the expenditure of 
about $10,000. 

In discussing the matter at yesterday's 
meeting, which was attended by Chairman 
Maddox, Mayor Collier, Councilmen Hutch- 
ison, Thompson, Howard and Alderman 
Tolbert, the fact that the department had 
to pay a bill for December, 1895, thereby 
increasing the necessary appropriation for 
last year, was brought out. The amount 
was carried over on account of tne funds 
of the department running short in 1895, the 
exposition expenditures for lights having 
increased the normal appropriation. 

The committee decided to postpone action 
on the several petitions for lights in differ- 
ent sections of the city, which were pre- 
sented at the first meeting of the council. 
before meeting again the committee pro- 
poses to tour the city by electric light and 
ascertain just where the dark sections are. 
committee will meet one night next 
week and go over the city in charge of Su- 
perintendent T: J. Harper, who will point 
out the dark streets and show the commit- 
tee the necessity of improving and extend- 
ing the light system, 

Want the City To Own a Plant. 

After the adjournment of the meeting the 
old question of the city owning its own elec- 
tric plant was discussed by some of the 
members. Councilmen Maddox and Thomp- 
son and Superintendent Harper talked 
about the scheme and the councilmen de- 
clared themselves in favor of the establish- 
ment of an electric Hight plant by the city 
to furnish light for the streets and public 
buildings. They think many thousand dol- 
lars could be saved to the city annually if 
it owned and operated its own plant. 

It is by no means improbable that one of 
the councilmen will introduce a resolution 
looking to the appointment of a committee 
to investigate the question. The city has 
a contract with the Georgia Eelectric Light 
Company which runs three years longer for 
the furnishing of light. Superintendent 
Harper says a first-class plant sufficient to 
furnish the necessary light would cost the 
city $200,000.

SAY TWO MORE ARE NEEDED 


Health Officers Say It Is Dangerous To 
Haul Garbage Through Town. 


PROPOSE TO BURN IT NEAR ( CENTER OF TOWN 


Board Asks for $115, 000 To Run De- 
partment—Health Rate for 1896 
Increased to 22 Per 1, 


The board of health will ask the general 
ecuncil to make an appropriation to estab- 
lish maintain two new garbage crTe- 
matories to be located somewhete hear the 
center of the city. The health officers think 
the city’s refuse and garbage should ba 
burned and without being hauled through 
the residence sections of the city, if pormsi- 
ble, 

The board considered the question at its 


and 


meeting yesterday afternoon and thé 
finance committee of the general counell 
will be requested to set aside $24,000 to be 
used in purchasing lots and effecting two 
crematories. The board thinks that at 
least two crematcries should be established 
to meet the demands. of the city 
by reason of its growth and consequent 
increase in the amount of garbage. 

The health board argues that crematories 
offensive and that they enn bé 
the heart of the city without 
beecming obnoxious or in any way dan- 
gerous to the health of the reople. The 
bosrd members say that it is exceedingly 
dangerous to haul loads of refuse and gar- 
bage cortaining disease germs and un- 
healthy odorous stuffs through the city. 
They say the children playing in the 
streets often contract diseases by running 
clese to the passing carts and that when 
the garbage is hauled through the fresi- 
dence for several miles to the 
crematery in the country the danger of 
spreading disease is great. In order to 
obviate the necessity for long hauls it is 
proposed tu establish two crematories some- 
where near. the center and to burn the 
stuff without hauling so far. 

Board Wants $139,000 Total 

For the reguiar expenses of the depart- 
ment the board estimates that $115,000 will 
be needed to operate the department until 
January of next year. That amount will be 
asked tor for current expenses, making the 
total amount wanted by the department 
$139,000. 

In his annual report Chief Sanitary In- 
spector Thomas E. Veal recommended that 
two new crematories be established and 
he placed the cost at $24,000, and also es- 
timated that the expenses will be §116,-

Increase in Death Rate, 

The mortuary report for 1896 shows that 
the total number of deaths during that 
year was 1,861. Basing the percentage on 
a population of 82,000, the death rate per 
1,000 was twenty-two. 

In 1895 the death rate was sixteen. The 
increase is explained by the fact that the 
rate for 1895 was based on an estimated 
population of 100,000. The calculation for 
1896 was based on thé@ recent census fig- 
ures which place the population at about 
8? 000. 

If the percentage should be based on the 
city directory figures for 1897 the death 
rate would be far less than twenty-two, 


because the directory publishers estimate 
the population at about 115,000. Another 
explanation of the increase in the déath 
that during the exposition many 
aged and infirm, came to Atlanta 
remained in the city, unable to 
to the places from which they 
came by reason of a natural constant de- 
cline in health. The physicians say this 
class of people are considerable in number 
and that many of the temporary residents 
of the city died last year, increasing the 
death rate.
